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TRAFFIC EXPERTS WARN OF 
DRUNK DRIVER MENACE 


(Reported from Trenton) 


Fifteen traffic safety experts have started 
drafting a wide-range plan they hope will make 


death a less frequent visitor to New Jersey roads. 


Atty. Gen. Grover C. Richman, Jr., chairman 
of the Council, said traffic deaths for 1957 are 
down about 3 per cent nationally from last year but 
are up almost 10 per cent in New Jersey. 

Among other things, the Council voted un- 
animously to ask the Legislature to pass a law mak- 
ing prior consent to a drunkometer test a condition 
of a New Jersey driver's license. 

It was pointed out by members of the Council 
that under present law a drunk driver must give 
his consent to a test in the police station and he 
usually won't, realizing it might incriminate him. 


Motor Vehicle Director Frederick J. Gassert, 
Jr. said the proposed legislation should provide that 
every person who holds a New Jersey license auto- 
matically consents to a drunkometer test if and when 
he is picked up. Out-of-state motorists would also 
give implied consent to submit to such a test by 
using New Jersey roads. Drivers refusing to submit 
to such a test, under the proposed legislation, would 
have their license privilege lifted.

The Association Against the Prohibition Amend- 
ment in 1930 promised that if we repealed the 18th 
Amendment and taxed legalized liquor at the Brit- 
ish rate the government could abolish both personal 
and corporate income taxes.

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WHO’S WHO IN THE 
TEMPERANCE LEAGUE 


The Rev. David L. Coddington, pastor of the 
Clinton Avenue Presbyterian Church, Newark, is 
one of the fine group of consecrated men and 
women who make up the Executive Committee of 
the Temperance League. 

Mr. Coddington, after 
graduation from _ Blair 
Academy and Princeton 
University, was employed 
by the Trenton Potteries 
Company, the Trenton 
Chamber of Commerce, 
and the New York Life 
Insurance Company. 

In 1933 Mr. Coddington 
entered Princeton Theo- 
logical Seminary. He was 
ordained at Yardville in

1936 but continued his studies and received his 
Master of Theology degree from Princeton three 


years later. 

From the ministry at the Yardville Church, Mr. 
Coddington went into the U.S. Army as chaplain 
of the 112th Field Artillery Regiment. His active 
military service covered a period of four years and 
ten months. Since 1946 he has been the senior chap- 
lain of the New Jersey National Guard with the 
rank of Colonel. 


Mr. Coddington was called as pastor of the Clin- 
ton Avenue Church in 1948.

Mr. Coddington is one of 
the best known pastors in the Newark metropolitan 
area. 


IS LIQUOR TAX REVENUE 
ALL PROFIT?

The propaganda of the liquor traffic makes 
much of the millions of dollars collected annually 
from the drinker and turned over to the federal, 
state, and local government. We could of course 
point out the liquor traffic keeps for itself a much 
larger percentage of the consumer's dollar than what 
is turned over to the tax collector. We must admit 
many people are less reluctant to pay their drinking 





taxes than taxes paid in other ways. Drinking tax 
revenue is however not a bargain at the local or 


state level. 


Welfare Commissioner H. 
L. McCarthy of New York 
City said there are ten 
thousand families for 
which the city must supply 
relief for dependent chil- 
dren because of alcoholic 
» fathers. These families, 
said Mr. McCarthy,’ cost 
B the city about $40,000,000 
'a year for food and shelter 
because the alcoholic 
MR. LEWIS father is either in prison, 





in a mental institution or died premature. 


In San Francisco, County Sheriff Matthew C. 
Carberry stated in 1955 there were 44,707 bookings 
on charges of drunkenness. The cost to the San 
Francisco city-county government an estimated $3,- 
000,000. 


A special committee appointed in 1943 made a 
comprehensive study of the cost of liquor related 
problems in Massachusetts. After two years’ inves- 
tigation it reported, in return for the 13 million 
dollars in liquor taxes, the state expended 60 mil- 
lion dollars in paying for crimes, traffic accidents, 
hospital cases and in caring for dependent families 
in instances where drinking was a major factor. 


Pontiac, Michigan, had a similar survey and 
found that for the $17,000 received annually from 
liquor license fees the city was spending $250,000 
in an effort to take care of drink caused crime, 
sickness, and dependent children. 


Washington, D.C. public records illustrate the 
cost of one drunk. Inmate No. 46 has spent 25 years 
(9066 days) in prison for intoxication. He has 
been sentenced to jail terms 285 times. He began 
drinking when he was 22 years old. He has a high 
school education and is 54 years old.

Police and court costs at $60 per sentence $17,100 


Jail keep, $2.86 a day 25,929 
Hospital care — 140 days treatment for 
DT and other ailments 1,400 


Total cost $44,429
